LIBERATION 
Po wer behind the thro ne o r glo rified “ go -fer” ? 
Play bo y Bunny reject o r super-efficient auto mato n? 
Surro gate wife and mo ther o r sty lish y o ung swinger? 
Pro bably no o ther o ccupatio nal gro up has been as 
stereo ty ped in the public mind as the secretary . Ev en 
the Natio nal Secretaries Asso ciatio n, which o bjects 
strenuo usly to these po pular images, has indulged in a 
few o f its o wn. The 28 ,000-member o rganizatio n is 
spo nso ring a Secretaries Week beginning o n Sunday , 
April 
23, 
“ to 
bring reco gnitio n 
to 
pro fessio nal 
secretaries fo r their ro le as management’s right arm in 
business, industry , educatio n, go v ernment and the 
pro fessio ns.” The Labo r Department estimates there 
are 4 ,005 ,000 secretaries, steno graphers and ty pists 
presently emplo y ed in the United States. 
At the turn o f the century 9 0 per cent o f all 
secretaries were men. To day the v ast majo rity are 
wo men. There are no w abo ut 6 3,000 men in the 
pro fessio n and o nly 10 o f these are members o f the 
Natio nal Secretaries Asso ciatio n. With demand far 
ex ceeding supply , male secretaries hav e beco me a 
status sy mbo l fo r the rich, the famo us and the 
po werful. They are o ften spared much o f the co mmo n 
secretarial drudgery , and a Labo r Department study 
rev ealed that they make nearly 20 per cent mo re than 
their female co unterparts. 
Wo men’s 
liberatio nists 
po int to their secretarial 
sisters as prime ex amples o f sex ual discriminatio n and 
ex plo itatio n. There is increasing ev idence that their

is 
being 
heard.

February the State 
Department began a campaign fo r better treatment fo r 
secretaries. In March a number o f New Yo rk secretaries

enmeshed in that ro le? They hav e little cho ice. The 
jo bs fo r which I was suitable o utside the secretarial 
field paid abo ut $3,000 a y ear less - and they all asked 
ho w my ty ping was any way . Do ing secretarial wo rk fo r 
less pay is my idea o f real ex plo itatio n.”

o ther segment o f the wo rk-a-day wo rld. 
Many go v ernment o ffices are seldo m o pen o n the 
weekend, ev en o n Saturday mo rnings. A call to 
any bo dy in federal o ffices after 4 :30 p.m. weekday s 
will generally leav e y o u stranded with a telepho ne 
o perato r say ing she’s so rry , but ... Scho o l do o rs are 
lo cked earlier than business clo sing ho urs. The list is 
endless fo r peo ple wishing to pay tax es, buy a license 
plate, reco rd deeds, mail a package, seek adv ice o n o ld 
age pensio n, o r apply fo r so cial security . 
So me business can be do ne by co rrespo ndence o r 
pho ne but within the sho rt and specified ho urs o nly . 
Fo r so me weeks, a Washingto n, D.C., telev isio n 
statio n has been waging a lo nely campaign to get 
go v ernment agencies to keep o ffice ho urs that are 
co nv enient 
fo r the public. A statio n spo kesman 
po inted o ut that many agencies fo r the mo st part are 
o pen fo r business ho urs which suit themselv es. “ The

Few peo ple, say J ames Zuiches and Glenn Fuguitt, 
are actually mo v ing to iso lated rural areas. In fact, they 
say , the trend is in quite the o ppo site directio n. 
Basing their statements o n data fro m the 19 7 0 
census and a surv ey o f their ho me state o f Wisco nsin, 
the researchers say that mo st peo ple actually want to 
liv e in small to wns o r rural areas but within co mmuting 
distance o f a large central city . 
“ These results do no t mean that rural dev elo pment 
sho uld be disco uraged,” Zuirches say s, “ but if rural 
dev elo pment pro grams are to succeed, they must take 
into acco unt the features o f life that make small to wns 
and rural areas near metro po litan centers the mo st 
preferred residential lo catio ns.”

SECRETARY’S 
LIBERATION 
Power behind the throne or glorified “go-fer”? 
Playboy Bunny reject or super-efficient automaton? 
Surrogate wife and mother or stylish young swinger? 
Probably no other occupational group has been as 
stereotyped in the public mind as the secretary. Even 
the National Secretaries Association, which objects 
strenuously to these popular images, has indulged m a 
few of its own. The 28,000-member organization is 
sponsoring a Secretaries Week beginning on Sunday, 
April 
23, “to bring recognition 
to 
professional 
secretaries for their role as management’s right arm in 
business, industry, education, government and the 
professions.” The Labor Department estimates there 
are 4,005,000 secretaries, stenographers and typists 
presently employed in the United States. 
At the turn of the century 90 per cent of all 
secretaries were men. Today the vast majority are 
women. There are now about 63,000 men in the 
profession and only 10 of these are members of the 
National Secretaries Association. With demand far 
exceeding supply, male secretaries have become a 
status symbol for the rich, the famous and the 
powerful. They are often spared much of the common 
secretarial drudgery, and a Labor Department study 
revealed that they make nearly 20 per cent more than 
their female counterparts. 
Women’s 
liberationists 
point to their secretarial 
sisters as prime examples of sexual discrimination and 
exploitation. There is increasing evidence that their 
message 
is 
being heard. 
In 
February the State 
Department began a campaign for better treatment for 
secretaries. In March a number of New York secretaries 
joined a National Organization for Women picket line 
of the Olivetti Corporation for what they believe were 
degiading typewriter advertisements.

Yet another use has been found for the workhorse

Using helicopters to blow warm air down on trees 
to protect them from frost would save money for 
growers and at the same time reduce air pollution from 
orchard heaters, says Marvin Miller, an Agriculture 
Extension citrus expert at the University of California 
in Riverside. 
“ For $100 an hour, a helicopter can economically 
protect about 100 acres,” he says. 
That may not sound very cheap, but without a 
helicopter, Miller points out, a grower has to invest 
perhaps $60,000 in wind machines and pay about

DO BUSINESS 
Ever notice how much business individual citizens 
must transact with government bodies - and how 
difficult it is to do so? 
Except for fire departments and police, “ servants 
of the public” enjoy more closed office hours than any 
other segment of the work-a-dav world. 
Many government offices are seldom open on the 
weekend, even on Saturday mornings. A call to 
anybody in federal offices after 1:30 p.m. weekdays 
will generally leave you stranded with a telephone 
operator saying she’s sorry, but ... School doors are 
locked earlier than business closing hours. The list is 
endless for people wishing to pay taxes, buy a license 
plate, record deeds, mail a package, seek advice on old 
age pension, or apply for social security. 
Some business can be done by correspondence or 
phone but within the short and specified hours only. 
For some weeks, a Washington, D.C., television 
station has been waging a lonely campaign to get 
government agencies to keep office hours that are

In fact, they 
say, the trend is in quite the opposite direction. 
Basing their statements on data from the 1970 
census and a survey of their home state of Wisconsin, 
the researchers say that most people actually want to 
live in small towns or rural areas but within commuting 
distance of a large central city. 
“These results do not mean that rural development 
should be discouraged,” Zuirches says, “ but if rural 
development programs are to succeed, they must take 
into account the features of life that make small towns 
and rural areas near metropolitan centers the most 
preferred residential locations.”
